Sunday  evening  at  sunset,  Jews 
the  world  over  will  usher  in  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  mark  the  inception 
of  the  Jewish  New  Year  5732  in  a 
solemn  and  reverent  manner.  Rosh 
Hashanah  begins  the  Ten  Days  of 
Penitence  which  culminate  in  the 
fasting  and  the  religious  services  of 


Yom  Kippur,  the  Day  of  Atone- 
ment. 

This  year,  Rosh  Hashanah  be- 
gins at  sundown  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, September  19  and  ends  after 
sundown  on  Tuesday  evening, 
September  21.  The  Hebrew  calen- 
dar records  the  beginning' of  the 


Holy  Day  as  the  1st  of  Tishre, 
5732.  Yom  Kippur  begins  at  sun- 
down Tuesday,  September  28  and 
ends  after  sundown  on  Wednesday, 
September  29.

New  Year  Greetings  from  the  Ambassador 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of 
relative  quiet,  but  not  one  of 
peace.  Although  there  has  been 
little  shooting,  especially  on  the 
Suez  Canal  front,  both  the  words 
and  actions  of  our  neighbours 
leave  us  with  no  illusions:  the  real 
peace  toward  which  we  strive  is 
still  not  within  our  grasp. 

In  February,  some  thought  that 
the  Egyptians  were  finally  pre- 
pared to  make  peace  with  Israel. 
The  sincerity  of  this  stance  was, 
however,  marred  by  Egypt’s  stipu- 
lation that  Israel  submit  uncon- 
ditionally, without  any  free  nego- 
tiations. For  us,  Egypt’s  sincerity 
must  be  judged  not  in  words,  but 
in  the  conduct  of  negotiations. 
Yet  the  U.A.R.  insists  on  dictating 
the  terms  and  lines  of  settlement 
in  advance.  While  witholding  fire, 
the  Arabs  are  still  unwilling  to 
talk  with  us. 

During  the  lull  on  our  borders, 
the  Israel  Defence  Forces  have  not 
sat  idly.  The  knowledge  that  a 
strong  military  is  the  best  deter- 
rent to  war  has  caused  our  armed 
forces  to  invest  in  the  finest  equip- 
ment and  to  improve  training 
methods.  Our  efforts  are  concen- 
trated on  obtaining  the  equipment 
needed  for  the  Defence  Forces 
and  assuring  its  constant  and  regu- 
lar flow.  This  need  is  even  greater, 
in  the  face  of  Soviet  shipments  of 
sophisticated  weapons  systems  to 
the  U.A.R.  We  fervently  seek 
peace,  but  should  our  neighbours 
start  another  war,  we  must  and 
shall  be  prepared  for  it. 

And  so,  throughout  the  year 
which  is  about  to  end,  Israel  has 
continued  the  work  of  building 
and  strengthening  herself,  by  ab- 
sorbing immigration,  developing 
the  national  economy,  and  assuring 
her  defence. 

Immigration  is  one  of  our  most 
important  goals,  and  the  flow  of 
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Jews  to  Israel  during  the  past  year 
has  given  us  cause  for  optimism 
with  regard  to  “aliyah”  in  the 
future.  Since  last  Rosh  Hashana 
we  have  absorbed  thousands  of 
“olim”  not  only  from  lands  where 
Jews  continue  to  face  persecution, 
but  also  from  Europe,  North  and 
South  America.  Israel  is  not  a 
rich  country,  and  ours  is  not  yet  a 
peaceful  and  stable  region,  and 
yet,  in  spite  of  the  absence  of  these 
two  factors  which  traditionally 
draw  immigration,  Jews  from  all 
over  the  world  have  continued  to 
settle  in  their  ancient  homeland. 

Our  economic  development  is 
closely  related  to  our  defensive 
posture,  since  only  a country 
which  is  economically  stable  can 
be  militarily  and  diplomatically 
strong.  In  spite  of  the  crushing 
defence  budget,  we  have  conti- 
nued to  work  to  strengthen  our 
economic  power  and  to  provide 
better  housing  and  education  for 
greater  numbers  of  Israel’s  resi- 


dents. Money  has  been  invested  in 
industry,  especially  export  indus- 
tries, and  in  other  branches  of  our 
economy.  Our  exports  have  grown 
rapidly.  To  further  develop  our 
economy,  we  must,  however,  look 
to  investments  from  outside,  and 
here  the  role  of  Israel  Bonds  is 
and  will  continue  to  be  essential, 
for  we  must  have  help  in  carrying 
out  our  development  plans.  Eco- 
nomic help  and  investments  from 
abroad,  especially  Israel  Bonds, 
enable  us  to  bear  the  burden  of 
defence  without  paralysing  the 
process  of  development  and  pro- 
gress towards  economic  indepen- 
dence. 

While  discussing  economic  pro- 
gress, 1 would  like  to  point  out 
that  we  are  happy  to  have  seen 
the  establishment  of  direct  air 
communications  between  Israel 
and  Canada  during  the  past  year. 
This  link  is  doing  much  to  foster 
trade  and  tourism  between  the 
two  countries. 

And  what  of  the  year  to  come? 
The  Arab  leaders  speak  of  their 
willingness  to  lose  a million  men, 
in  order  to  win  the  battle  in  the 
course  of  the  coming  year.  They 
also  speak  of  no  concessions  over 
the  rights  of  the  Palestinians.  We 
know  what  these  words  mean! 
We  know  that  the  year  to  come 
will  be  a difficult  one,  a year  filled 
with  challenge.  We,  on  our  part, 
shall  continue  to  strive  for  peace. 
We  know,  too,  that  in  the  battle 
for  peace,  the  battle  for  a strong 
and  prosperous  Israel,  we  can 
count  on  our  one  never-faltering 
ally:  Jewish  communities  outside 
Israel. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  High 
Holidays,  I extend  to  the  Jewish 
community  of  Canada  the  greet- 
ings of  the  people  of  Israel,  and  I 
pray  that,  in  the  coming  year,  we 
may  know  peace.  Shana  Tova.

It  is  that  time  of  parting  and  as  your  retiring  president  I would 
like  to  leave  with  you  a few  random  thoughts. 

The  year  has  seen  our  community  take  some  progressive  steps 
forward  in  providing  a pension  plan  for  our  loyal  community 
staffs,  in  initiating  changes  in  our  archaic  constitution  so  that 
there  will  be  included  on  our  executive  board  representatives 
from  all  organizations  along  with  youth.

We  are 
planning  to  institute  at  the  University  of  Carleton  courses  in 
Jewish  studies.  We  have  been  in  the  forefront  of  endeavours  to 
assist  Israel  and  our  unfortunate  brethren  in  Russia. 

Our  community  is  an  example  of  how  ideally  Jews  can  live 
and  work  together  in  harmony.  Yet  we  cannot  remain  static,  as 
we  are  a dynamic  community  and  will  continue  to  grow  and  I 
trust  improve.  Each  of  us  must,  however,  to  use  an  overworked 
phrase  “become  a participant”.  There  are  still  too  few  workers 
in  the  community.  Too  many  are  prone  to  criticize  but  fail  to 
assist  personally.  We  need  the  assistance  of  each  member  of  the 
community  to  continue  to  make  it  even  better  than  it  was  here- 
tofore. 

I wish  to  take  advantage  of  this  last  message  as  your  president 
to  particularly  thank  Mr.  Hy  Hochberg  for  his  twenty-five  years 
of  devoted  service  to  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community.  If  not  for 
him,  I doubt  that  we  would  have  made  such  great  strides  in  an 
atmosphere  of  quiet  diplomacy.  He  has  been  a tower  of  strength 
to  me  and  undoubtedly  to  preceding  presiding  officers.  I am 
certain  he  will  continue  to  work  and  give  of  himself  in  this  his 
favourite  vineyard. 

I also  wish  to  thank  all  the  officers  and  staff  members  who 
served  with  me  and  voluntarily  undertook  the  various  tasks  and 
duties  assigned  to  them. 

In  my  years  of  service  in  the  various  organizations  in  which  I 
have  been  a member  I have  always  striven  to  live  up  to  my 
personal  motto  “leave  it  better  than  you  found  it”.  I do  trust  that 
this  was  the  case  in  my  stewardship  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’lr.

Chief  Rabbis  Call  for  More 
Participation  in  Bond  Drive 


Since  the  inception  of  the  Israel 
Bond  Drive  in  Ottawa  in  1953,  the 
B’nai  Jacob  Synagogue  has  been 
in  the  forefront  of  support  for 
that  cause. 

Following  the  recent  amalga- 
mation of  B'nai  Jacob  with  Beth 
Shalom,  a group  of  former  B’nai 
Jacob  members  met  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  continuing  their  asso- 
ciation and  aid  to  Israel,  through 
the  continuation  of  their  annual 
Bond  testimonial  reception. 


Accordingly,  a Special  Com- 
mittee was  formed  with  Alex 
Sherman,  Chairman  and  Messrs.

In  special  High  Holiday  mes- 
sages, Chief  Rabbi  Issar  Yehuda 
Unterman  and  Chief  Rabbi 
Yitzhak  Nissim  of  Israel  have 
urged  American  and  Canadian 
Jews  to  intensify  their  efforts  for 
Israel  Bonds  during  the  High  Holi- 
days. 

Synagogues  throughout  North 
America  devote  an  appropriate 
part  of  the  High  Holiday  services 
to  the  furtherance  of  the  Israel 
Bond  program. 

The  Chief  Rabbis  of  Israel  em- 
phasized the  urgency  of  an  unpre- 
cedented response  to  Israel’s  eco- 
nomic needs  through  Israel  Bonds 
to  expand  and  strengthen  the 
economy  to  cope  with  increased 
immigration  and  as  a bulwark  in 
the  struggle  for  peace. 

In  his  message.  Chief  Rabbi 
Unterman  expressed  gratitude  to 
those  “who  participate  in  the 
sacred  work  of  re-building  Zion 
and  particularly  to  the  helpers  and 
workers  of  the  Israel  Bond  Organi- 
zation.” He  referred  to  the  “ines- 
timable importance”  of  economic- 
development  at  this  critical  junc- 
ture in  Israel’s  history,  when  Israel 
is  receiving  many  new  immigrants, 
for  whom  it  must  provide  em- 
ployment and  housing.  Through 
economic  development,  Israel 
Bonds  are  making  “an  important 
contribution  to  this  holy  and  his- 
toric ingathering  to  Zion,”  he  said. 

Chief  Rabbi  Nissim,  in  his  mes- 
sage, drew  attention  to  “our  rela- 
tionship to  the  re-born  State  of 
Israel  and  to  our  people  who  dwell 
in  Zion.”  Describing  the  influx  of 
new  immigrants  as  “divinely  ins- 
pired.” he  indicated  that  while  it 
is  a blessing,  it  has  placed  “tre- 
mendous burdens”  on  Israel.  “The 
Israel  Bond  Organization,”  he  said, 
“which  provides  the  means  to 
develop  and  strengthen  the  eco- 


nomy of  the  State  of  Israel,  is  an 
important  instrument  in  carrying 
out  the  design  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence.” He  added,  “Were  it  not  for 
the  vital  aid  provided  by  the  Israel 
Bond  Organization,  we  could  not 
stand  before  the  weight  of  the 
problems  which  beset  us.” 

The  text  of  Chief  Rabbi 
Unterman's  message  follows: 

“From  Jerusalem,  the  Holy  City 
reunited,  our  fervent  prayer  to  the 
Almighty  goes  out  for  a year  of 
peace  and  happiness  which  will 
herald  the  redemption  of  our 
People  for  the  ‘Galuth’. 

We  send  hearty  greetings  to 
our  brethren  everywhere  and 
express  our  gratitude  to  those 
who  participate  in  the  sacred  work 
of  re-building  Zion  and  particu- 
larly to  the  helpers  and  workers  of 
the  Israel  Bond  Organization. 

“May  you  all  be  blessed  with 
good  health  and  great  success  in 
all  your  endeavours. 

“The  merit  of  fortifying  our 
Holy  Land  through  economic  de- 
velopment is  of  inestimable  im- 
portance as  we  stand  surrounded 
by  merciless  enemies.  At  the  same 
time  our  gates  and  hearts  have 
opened  wide  to  receive  our  dear 
brethren  who  are  struggling  to 
free  themselves  from  the  Arab 
countries  as  well  as  from  the 
Soviet  Union.  The  providing  of 
employment  and  the  building  of 
dwellings  with  the  aid  of  Israel 
Bond  Investments  are  an  impor- 
tant contribution  to  this  holy  and 
historic  ingathering  to  Zion. 

“I  call  upon  you  to  lend  hand 
and  heart  to  this  sacred  work  in 
order  to  speed  the  day  of  our 
redemption  and  witness  the  pro- 
phesy of  Jeremiah:  'and  Jacob 
shall  again  be  quiet  and  at  ease 
and  none  shall  make  him  afraid.'  ” 
(Jeremiah  30,10).
